I believe that best solution to this problem that I don't believe anyone 
mentioned is to buy a roll of white pipe joint tape. This stuff is very 
thin and you can, if you are careful, cut to size the correct size 

to form around the slug. It will press into the threads. I have used it 
successfully in this application. Any thoughts, guys?

Oops, I noticed that Mr. Ross mentioned Teflon tape. That was my thought 
and recommendation since it forms so nicely in the threads, leaving the 
threads still capable of gripping the form. 


Incidentally, I have had some rigs that have had wax poured inside the 
coil form so no one could change the setting of the tuned coil. I think 
that this would keep "inquiring fingers" out of the set. By the way, I 
have always maintained that if you do get the slug out, for whatever 
reason, a dab of petroleum jelly on the slug before putting it back in 
might alleviate the problem of a jammed slug down the road. This is 

a preventative measure only. I have bit my tongue many times and spit 
nails when a slug has stuck and then worse yet to have the coil form 
destroyed in the process of removing the core!

Actually, I have fixed this in the past with wax, but not 
by sticking them in place. If you're patient and careful 
you can rebuild the coil form's threads with wax. 


Have your diddle-stick, a soldering pencil and wax handy. 
Try it first with birthday candle wax. It's softer 

and better for practicing, but won't hold in the long term 
because it melts too easily. For the "real thing," you 
will want to use jar-sealing parrafin, which is tougher. 


Put the slug most of the way down. Don't get it stuck! 
Drip melted wax into the coil core. Stick your soldering 
pencil down in the form xjust long enough to fully melt 
the waxx. When the wax is liquid, which should be just a 
matter of a second, take you diddle stick and run the 
core up all the way, then back down all the way. 

Keep doing that until the wax is solidified again. 


Be careful and don't apply a whole lot of pressure trying 
to do this too fast. You could snap the core material. 
Niether should you stop running it up and down until 

the wax threads have formed, because it will stick and 
you'll have to start over again. 


You might need to practice a couple of times to get this "right," 
but I've done if for years in two-way work. At least, back 
when we actually -had- real coils :).
